Duchological reports from Ducks Unlimited Ifhnadat are 
cautiously optimistic, but indicate a critical situation far ducks 
on the prairies this year. 

"Cool weather during most of June and good general rata 
at the end of the month have slowed pond deterioration an the 
prairies. The situation, however, remains critical and in many 
places where temporary apitog water eaticed ducks to mat. 
brood ponds exist only an a week- to wee k basis,” ta report 
notes. 

Serious deterioration is also found fan southern parklands 
but im prove s northwards to the mixed forest where conditions 
ar* satisfactory. 

Reports from several sources confirm that, in response 
to the poor water situation this spring, a significant part of the 
waterfowl breeding population overflew the prairies. Some of 
these displaced birds have gone into northern parklands and 
mixed forest. 

Abnormal cancentrationa of pintail and mallard have also 
appeared in the arctic and subarctic, the latter »tB beyond 
their normal breeding range. What production can be ex¬ 
pected from these birds is unknown. Fortunately, an early 
spring i« reported in the western arctic which may stimulate 
nesting and give these birds time to mature broods-
